DR. NORVIN GREEN, PRESIDENT, SAID: 

Ideem it proper that I should announce to 
the board my purpose to retire from the Presi- 
dency of the Company at the end of my present 
term. I had promised myself and family that I 
would not undertake to perform the very re- 
sponsibie aud wearing duties of the position for 
a longer period than five years, and Ishali make 
to the annual meeting of stockholders in Octo- 
ber my fifth annual report. Statistics for that 
report are in hand, and, compared with the last 
annual report of my predecessor for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1877, it will exhibit gross 
receipts of over $17,100,000 and net profits of

MUTUAL BENEFIT. 
NATIONAL CONVENTION OF ASSOCIATIONS. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 13.—By invitation of the 
Union of Mutual Benefit Associations of this 
State the seventh annual convention of Mu- 
tual Benefit Associations of the U nited States 
assembled in the Grand-Lodge room of Ma- 
sonic Temple this forenoon. About 200 dele- 
gates were present. The Western cities rep- 
resented were: Alliance, O., Zanesville, O., 
Burlington, Ia., St. Paul, Minn., Kalamazoo, 
Mich., Indianapolis, Ind., Ashtabula, O., 
Jackson, Mich., Columbus, O., Urbana, O., 
and Galesburg, Ill The President, Mr. 
George M. Anderson, of Brooklyn, 
presided. This gentleman stated in his ad- 
dress that last year a circular containing ten 
questions was sent to 529 associations. Only 
216 responded, showing a total membership 
of 402,506. The average age of the said asso- 
ciations was found to be eighty-three 
months: average membership during that 
time, 199,455; and the yearly mortality rate, 
99 of 1 per cent. The beneficiaries of de- 
ceased members had received $30,456,091.90, 
at an average yearly cost of $986 per $1,000.

Northwestern business that insures the 
maintenance of rates and will necessarily 
carry with it a continuance of the amicable 
relations between the lowa pool. 

At the meeting yesterday all the St. Paul 
and lowa pool litfes were represented. There 
were present: Marvin Hughitt and H. C. 
Wicker, Northwestern; S. S. Merrill and W. 
G. Swan, Mijwaukee & St. Paul; T. J. Pot- 
ter and Paul Morton, Burlitfgton;: J. C. 
Gault, Wabash; R. RK. Caste qnd J. T. San- 
ford, Kock Island. At the beginning of the 
proceedings things looked rather squally, 
and the prospects for an amicable arrange- 
ment were anything but flattering. Neither 
of the St. Paul and Minneapolis lines would 
budge an inch from the position they took 
the day before. The Rock Island would not 
agree to take less than 35}¢ per cent of the 
Minneapolis business and 22 per cent of 
the St. Paul business, and the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul was unwilling to allow 
that road more than 1 per. cent 
of the Minneapolis business and 10 per cent 
of the St. Paul business. The gap between 
the contending factions was 80 great that no 
one could see how it could possibly. be 
bridged over. Mr, Hughitt, of the North- 
western, at this "peint threw oil upon the 
troubled waters by making an argument 
in the interest of peace, and counseling that 
concessions should be mad® by both sides in 
order to avoid a war which at this time 
would tell severely upon all the roads. Mr. 
Hugtfitt’s remarks caused considerable sur- 

rise, as the Northwestern had ali along 

en strenuously opposed to the recognition 


of the Rock Island as a St. Paul line, 
and even held to this _ position 
long after the Milwaukee & St. Paul 


had announced its willingness te admit the 
Rock Island into the St. Paul and Minneapolis 
pool. Mr. Gault, of the Wabash, and Mr. 
Potter, of the Burlington, also made excel- 
lent tise of their great talent as orators, and 
made powerful speeches in the interest of 
peace and harmony. They depicted in elo- 
quent language the dire results that would 
follow a breaking up of the amicable rela- 
tions heretofore existing between the lowa 
ool Jines, and they strongly urged the 
Northwestern lines to make some arrange- 
ment by which their difliculties could be set- 
tied and thus prevent the sad calamity 
of aha between all the Western and North- 
western roads. ‘hese eloquent efforts had 
a magnetic effect + those present, and 
everybody seemed to impressed with the 
necessity of arriving at. some agreement 
which would have the effect of preventing a 
war. Still the impression was not deep 
enough to get the St. Paul lines to revise 
their figures so as to make a division of the 
business possible. The formation of a pool 
under these circumstances was found iim- 
possible, and, as a last resort, a propo- 
sition was made that instead of form- 
ing a pool the St. Paul and Minneapolis 
lines should continue to compete for the 
business as heretofore, but that they enter 
into an agreement to maintain rates at all 
competing points between Des Moines and 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, including those 
points, and thatin order to make the mainé 
tenance of rates effective a Commissioner 
should be appointed to see that the rates 
were maintained and who could investigate 
charges for violating regular rates. 

This proposition met with general favor 


and after a short discussion was 
adopted. Mr. George L. arman, 
at present Commissioner of the, Bur- 


lington-Wabash pool between Shenandoah 
and Ifumiston,was appointed Commissioner. 
The managers of the various roads will meet 
again this morning to agree upon rules and 
regulations for carrying out the new agree- 
ment. 

As thus the troubles regarding the North- 
western business have been overcome, there 
will be vo-further obstacles in the way of re- 
organizing the lowa pools, as the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul has heretofore signified its will- 
ingness to join the pool when the North- 
western difficulties have been put out of the 


way. ‘There is no_ trouble’ regard- 
‘ing the division of business. Each 
of the five lines agrees to 


accept 20 per cent of the business. One 
thing more remains to be done, however, 
after the admission of the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul into the lowa pool before everything 
can be said to be in first-class shape. Some 
action will have to be taken to prevent the 
Missouri Pacific from cutting into the Omaha 
business, this road having established a line 
to Omaha from St. Louis. This matter will 
probably be sefttled’soon by giving a certain 
poscentage of the Omaha business to that 
ine. 


Formation of a Pool on the Business 
Betweén Chicago and St. Louis. 

The General Managers of the roads be 
tween Chicago and St. Louis held a meeting 
yesterday at the Grand Pacific Hotel for the 
purpose of making another effort to form a 
pool on St. Louis business so that better rates 
might be charged than those that prevailed 
during the last year or two. As will be re- 
membered an effort was made about two 
weeks ago to bring about the formation of 
such a pool, but nothing could™be accom- 
plished owing to the inability ef the roads 
to agree upon percentages. To give each 
road what it wanted at that meeting 
would have required a dividend of 131 
per cent, while there was but 100 per 
cent to divide. Since that meeting rates had 
become still more disturbed than. they were 
before, and the managers of the roads came 
to the comprehension of the fact that if they 
wanted to earn some money on the St. 
Louis business they would have to grant 
concessions to each other, and thus make 
the formation of the pool and the mainte- 
nance of uniform rates possible. Accordingly 
the meeting beld yesterday was called. 
There were present J. C. Gould, Vice-Presi- 
dent and General Traffic Manager of the 
Wabash: F. J. Potter, Vice-President and 
General Manager of the Burlimeten; C. H. 
Chappell, Acting General Manager of the 
Alton; and J. F. Tucker, General Traffic 
Manager of the Lilipois Central. 

There was but litle difficulty experienced 
in coming to an understanding, all the roads 
being willing to make concessions in the in- 
terest of peace and harmony. After a little 
figuring and a short discussion the following 
percentages were agreed upon: Chicago & 
Alton, 36; Wabash, 29: [Uinois Central, 20; 
Chicago, Burlington & Quinsy, 15. 

It was then agreed that this arrangement 
should continue in foree for six months, at 
the expiration of which time new percéntages 
are to be agreed upon if found necessary. 
lt was also agreed that the regular turf 
rates should hereafter be charged on all St.

Tux end of the list of tragedies in connec- 
tion with the outrage upon Miss Emma Bond 
in Christian County, Llinois, has not yet 
been reached.

The father of Miss Hill opposed 
the match, but without suctess, and, declar- 
ing he would not live to be disgraced bysuch 
an alliance, committed suicide by hanging 
himself. 
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lican State Centrai Committee with leading 
Republicans from all parts of the State was 
the occasion of an ‘interesting development 
of political news and views. The reports 
from every quarter were in the highest de- 
gree encouraging, and foreshadowed a sub- 
stantial success in November that will ma- 
terlally increase the Republican repyesenta- 
tion of Lilinois in the Forty-eighth Congress, 
besides insuring a good working majority in 
both branches of the Legislature. 


Tue great success of the british army in 
Egypt in yesterday’s battle was followed up 
in the most vigorous manner. Pushing 
straight ou tlirough the abandoned works at 
Tel-el-Kebir, Gen. McPherson made a forced 
march on Zagazig and occupied that place at 
4:15 yesterday afternoon without resistance, 
the Egyptian, Governor promptly tendering 
his submission to the authority of the Khe- 
dive.- The last heard of Arabi’s troops they 
were fleeing ‘in all directions, and it is not 
probable that he will be able to rally the 
fugitives in sufficient numbers to make an- 
other stand against the British. 
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THE ENGLISH VICTORY. 

The blow has at last been struck, and the 
first real battle of the Egyptian campaign 
has been fought, resulting in an over- 
whelming victory for Sir Garnet Wolseley, 
thus making good his recent prophecies of 
victory, Which at the time were regarded 
as somewhat bombastic. After establishing 
his communications between Ismailia, 
Nefiche, Tel-el-Mahata, and Mahsameh, the 
scene of the brilliant moonlight skirmish on 
the 29th ult., Gen. Wolseley left, the Royal 
West Kent Regiment, the Nineteenth Hus- 
sars, and two companies of engineers to 
guara the camp at Kassassin, where his 
force has been resting during the past week. 
At 2 o’clock yesterday morning the re- 
mainder of the army commenced its forward 
movement towards Tel-el-Kebir, each man 
having three days’ rations and a hundred 
rounds of ammunition, the transport# fol- 
lowing the army along the north bank of the 
canal, and the tents and baggage com- 
ing forward by rail. ‘The first reports 
of a battle are always confusing and confiict- 
ing, but it would seem from all accounts that 
the English must have mate a very rapid 
march from Kassassin, as they reached Tel- 
el-Kebir about 4:45a. m., the distance tra- 
versed being abouteight milés to the enemy’s 
front. It was Gen. Wolseley’s plan to turn 
the Egyptian flank so‘as to intercept their 
retreat to Zagazig by cutting the railroad. In 
this he must have been successful, although 
it is said Arabi Bey escaped to Zagazig, since 
the main portion of his army fled to the des- 
ertonthe south When within a mile of 
their front, at a point four miles north of the 
railroad, the attack was delivered mainly 
against the enemy’s extreme left flank. ‘The 
artillery opened the ball, the infantry follow- 
ing itup and steadily advancing, at first as 
skirmishers and seeking cover, until an 
open spot was reached, about 600 féet 
away, when the English made a furious 
rush with the bayonet, carrying everything 
before them, The Egyptians poured in volley 
after volley, but they could not withstand 
the impetuosity of the rush. They broke and 
gave way, making for the desert, pursued by 
the cavalry, both north and south, and Tel-el- 
Kebir was taken. Accordifig to Gen. Wolse- 
ley’s dispatch the assault iasted but twenty 
minutes. In thattime 2,000 of the enemy 
were killed and wounded, 3,000 were taken 
prisoners, and forty guns were captured. 
The remnant of Arabi’s army was in full 
rout in a demoralized condition. The English 
loss was comparatively slight, and was wain- 
ly confined to the gallant Highlanders, who 
suffered severely in the wounding of ofiicers, 
but only twoor three are reported killed. 
It would be premature to speculate upon 
the result of this the first actual bat- 
tle of the war until complete details 
have been received, but it is hardly likély 
that Gen, Wolseley will fail to follow up the 
advantage he has secured py pressing into 
* Zagazig and occupying it, and by completing 
the destruction of Arabi’s army. It was a 
great victory over-a largely superior force, 
and must prove a disaster to Arabi Bey trom 
which be cannot recover. 
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THE THIRD DISTRICT NOMINATION. 

The long-discussed and violently-coptested 
struggle at the Republican primary elections 
in the Third Congtessional District took 
piace on Tuesday afternoon, and resulted in 
the clioice of a majority of delegates favora- 
ble to the nomination of Col. Davis, the pres- 
ent member. Despite the flagrant and scan- 
dalous proceedings in the Eleventh Ward, 
Davis delegates were chosen in a number 
suflicient to nominate him, and under cir- 
cumstances that leave no question that he 
was the choice of a large majority of the Re 
publicans of the district. The convention 
which was held yesterday could do no less 
than nominate Col. Davis. 

The contest in this district furhishes in- 
structive lessons to both candidates and the 
public. The district can give an acceptable 
Republican candidate a majority of 4,000, 
On @ square political contest all the wards 
are Kepubhedn, and hence the’ fairly ex- 
pressed choice of the Republicans is suffi- 
cient to secure the election of the party nomi- 
nee. Unfortunately, however, owing to the 
frequent indifference of voters, the control 
of these primary meetings is left in the hands 
of the candidates, and when this is done the 
friends of candidates in tiir zeal make 
these meetings buriesques of elections, and 
often render them disgraceful by scandalous 


frauds. To prevent anything of this kind 
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this year the Republicans of the Twelfth 
Ward determined, so far as that ward was 
concerned, to reform the whole system. 
They divided the ward into uine precincts, 
and bad a primary meeting in each precinct; 
they had three judges, honest and fair men, 
at each, with clerks and a registry of voters. 
The result was a signai victory for the honesty 
and purity of elections. ‘There never was, per- 
haps, a fairer and more honest election than 
that held in the Twelfth Ward, and that 
ward chose a delegation unanimous for 
Davis. 

In the Eighth. Ninth, and Tenth Wards the 
opposition to Dayis was hardly more than 
nominal, no opposition to himin these wards 
being considered worth the trial. In the 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth Wards the Davis 
party was confessedly weak—so weak that it 
was not even considered worth an effort by 
any kind of tacticsto elect Davis delegates. 
Thus far the election may be considered to 
have been eminently fair in the Twelfth 
Ward, and as fair in theother wards men- 
tioned as any vurdinary primary meetings 
where there is no serfous contest. 

The struggie and the employment of dis- 
reputable and disgraceful tactics were re- 
served for the Eleventh Ward, in which 
there was a display that was more discredit- 
able than anything of the kind ever before 
witnessed in this city. The Congressional 
Committee designated but one precinct in 
the ward and appointed the three judges. A 
second or more precincts was refused. 
The presence of clerks, or challengers, 
or a registry was denied. The time for vot- 
ing was limited from 4to7 o’clock, and an 
extension was refused. It was clear that the 
bosses had determined to carry the Eleventh 
Ward fer Davis, and thus overwhelm the 
opposition. An organized body of mogt dis- 
reputabie persons, notorious for their asso- 
ciations, and professional “regulators” of 
Democratic primaries and conventions, in- 
vaded the Eleventh Ward, practically capt- 
ured the ward, tovk possession ofthe polls, 
and of course polled all the votes Needed to 
eleet the Davis delegates. The result was 
that Davis delegates were elected in all the 
wards except the Thirteenth and Fourteenth. 

This disgraceful and dishonorable exhibi- 
tion in the Eleventh Ward had not even the 
pretext of necessity. The vote of the Elev- 
enth Ward, as it turns out, was not needed, 
as Davis had enovgh delegates to nominate 
him without those from that ward. More- 
ever, had a fair, open, and honest election 
been permitted in that ward, as it was in the 
Twelfth. it is altogether likely that Davis 
delewates would have been elected. The pop- 
ulation of the two wards is measurably altke, 
and all the indications are that both wards 
would have voted for the same reason for 
Davis. 

Col. Davis can point with pride to his ma- 
jority at the fairest contested primary elec- 
tion ever held in this city—that in the Twelfth 
Ward—and future candidates may profit by 
the fact that when they deal fairly they need 
not fear to be appreciated by the voters. A 
resort to fraad, dishonesty, and violence is a 
confession (inspired by want of confidence 
in his own capacity) of a fear of the people. 

Cel. Davis is the nominee of the Republic- 
ans of the Third District. -We have during 
the preliminary canvass opposed the prac- 
tices attributed to him and sustained the ap- 
peals made by his Republican constituents 
for free and fair primary meetings. Tur 
TRIBUNE many months ago proposed and 
sustained the plan of primary meetings so 
successfully carried outin the Twelfth Ward, 
the result of which is more creditable to Col. 
Davis than the result in any other part of his 
district. 

We believe that there can be no question 
that the voice of a large majority of the 
voters of the district favored his nomination ; 
that, taking that expression of the popular 
will as settled beyond all dispute, his nom- 
ination yesterday was no more than he was 
entitled to. The opposition to Col. Davis 


should,and undeniably will, cease with his, 


nomination. He is undeniably the chosen 
candidate of the majority of the Republicans 
of his district. The affair in the Eleventh 
Ward in nowise affected the general result, 
even if the result in that ward was sub- 
stantially changed. All talk about bolting 
or ah independent Republican candidate isa 
mere idle waste of words. All the Repub- 
licans of the district will now unite to elect 
the duly nominated candidate of the party. 


THE CHALMERS-MANNING DUEL. 

The upshot of the Chaimers-Manning diff- 
culty, called in Mississippi “an affair of 
honor,” shows that personal honar among 
bulldozers may be satisfied through third or 
even fourth parties, and bids fair to charac- 
terize a new departure in the code duello, It 
provides an open avenue for the escape of 
cowardice, makes an easy vent for the issue 
of boinbast, and reduces personal honor to 
the minimum cheapness, but all the same 
the chivalry will be eager to adopt the new 
plan, as it offers a perfectly feasible method 
of slipping out of a duel, saving any unpleas- 
ant consequences, and still preserving that 
remarkable charatterfstic of the Southrons— 
personal honor. 

In the course of the political debate be- 
tweeen Chalmers and Manning at Lolly 
Springs on the 2d inst., Manning indulged in 
some personalities which Chalmers’ friends 
claimed were tantamount to giving him the 
lie. It is not clear that Chalmers recognized 
the affront himself, for, instigated by his 
friends,*he wrote a note that night to Man- 
ning asking him if he intended a personal 
insulfin any language he had used, to which 
Manning replied thatif he felt aggrieved he 
could name the particular language. Chal- 
mers’ reply shows an aptness in splitting 
hairs and the exquisit sensitiveness ot the 
Southern honor. There was no particular 
language to which he objected, but some of 
his words had been boastfully construed by 
his (Manning’s) friends as insulting to him 
(Chalmers), and therefore he would like to 
know whether he intended to be personally 
insulting. To this Manning cheerfully and 
promptly replied that he should be pleased 
to have Chalmers state the language which 
in his judgment could be construed as of- 
fensive. Thus far the correspondence may 
be called direct, and was carried on behind 
the dignity of a local stump. 

Inthe next phase, the seconds: appear. 
Chalmers writes, demanding an unqualified 
disclaimer of any intention to insult, and 
says¢ “ Thig will be handed to you by my 
friend, Col, W. T. Marris.” The next day 
Manning replies: “Since you failed to des- 
ignate, as requested in both my former notes, 
the language used in debate which you say 
might be, considered offensive or insulting; 
I must respectfully decline to comply with 
your demand. This will be handed to You 
by my friend, Mr. E. M. Watson.” This 
ends.another phase of the correspondence, 
and neither Chalmers nor Manning appears 
again on paper, or has any connectiow with 
tile aftaix all. ; 

Now a r the seconds, armed with brist- 
ling pens,” Mr. Watson, second for Manning, 
writes to Col. Harris, and from the letter we 
learn that the seconds have been in consulta- 
tion. They could not agree to each others’ 
Suggestions, nor how Chaliners’ demand 
should be sta r what he had aright to 
demand. They were as much at sea in find- 
ing out what was the matter with Chalmers’ 
honor as Chalmers himself, hence Watson 
suggests that the whole affair should be re- 
ferred to two referees, one to be named by 
each of the seconds, and these two referees, 
if they cannot agree, shall select a third, 


“who shall consider the matters of differ- 
ence between our principals and advise us 
how they can be adjusted, if honorably they 
can, each of usfo be guided by the deter- 
mination.”” Watson closes by selecting the 
lion. J. Z Geergeashisreferee. The propo- 
sition is satisfactory to Col. Harris, Chal- 
mers’ second, who replies: 


In adopting*your suggestion I do so upon the 
condition that the gentiemen to be chosen be 
selected at once, and that all correspondence 
which has taken place between our principals 
touching the matters of difference between 
them be submitted to the gentlemen selected by 
us, together with suck adgitional facts as either 
party may think proper to adduce, and that they 
be requested to render their decision at the 
earliest practicable moment, and that until that 
decision bas been made the canvass for Congress 
on the part of our principals is to be suspended. 


Col. Harris hames Maj. L. P. Cooper, of 
Memphis, referee on the part of Gen. Chal- 
mers. The referees then get together and 
speedily come to a decision, the purport of 
which was that, as there were mutual causes 
of complaint, there should be mutual dis- 
claimer of any desire or intent to insult or 
wound, and here is the funny part of the 
decision: “That the disclaimer be made 
only in the form of an acceptance by the 
parties or their authorized agents.”’ The 
parties thémselves, who had not been con- 
sulted by their seconds or referees at any 
stage of the proceedings, made no disclaimer 
at all, but the seconds did the work for them 
and issued the following farewell manifesto:

It is evident that Chalmers and Manning 
were satisfied by this left-handed settlement, 
as they have resumed the canvass. As 
neither of them has made any disclaimers, 
however, what has become of Chalmers’ 
honor? Most certainly Manning’s offensive 
words remain on record without an apology 
or retraction, and Chalmers is not yet aware 
whether Manning meant to insult him or 
not, from which it would appear that Man- 
ning has the best of the bargain. The mode 
of settlement, however, which will probably 
become a favorit one, is an. easy way of 
avoiding duels and ending the silly moon- 
shiné of the Southern chivalry: but what 
must be the thinness anid hollowness of 
Southern honor when it can be let out for 
adjustment by third and even fourth partie: ? 


THE SILVER BUGBEAR. 

The Eastern newspapers never miss an op- 
portunity to resurrect the ghogt of silver in- 
flatiion as ascare. The latest aspect assumed 
by the bugbear is positively grotesque. Last 
week the Secretary of the Treasury issued 
$2,001,000 silver certificates to New York and 
$1,285,000 to inferior points, and further 
ordered.an issue of $1,265,000 at St. Louis at 
the application of the New York banks. The 
New York Tribune professes to think this a 
dangerous practice, and endeavors to explain 
why in the following labored fashion: 


The issue ot certificates, under the new ruling, 
is not governed atail by the demand for one 
form of currency or another: they are issued 
only because in that way woney can be. trans- 
ported At public risk and cost. Being issued re- 
wardiecss of any demand for them in use, the cer- 
tificates will the more readily become so plegty 
fr at auy interior point that they cannot be em- 
ployed. Then they may be svidata small dis- 
count, sufficient at least to cover the cost of get- 
ting them to New York, where they can be 
turned intogold through payment of duties. But 
a sinall depreciation would sulfice to cause such 
certificates to be emptied into the custom-bouse 
nimost to the exclusion of any other kind of 
money. At presept it is no iuconvenilence to the 
Treasury to swell its gold balance by virtually 
borrowing money on silver notes. But* there 
will be sume inconvenience when the payment 
in gold of $60,000,000 of these notes is demand- 
ed. Then the Treasury reserve of gold will be 
suddenly depleted, and the effect upen public 
confidence may be altogether uusatisfactory. 
If the banks flnd themselves loaded up with sil 
ver notes, which ure tendimg to depreciate, and 
can be freely used at par only through the cus- 
tom-house, they will desire larger reserves of 
gold, and may at aoy time begin to send in legal- 
tenders for redemption. If the course adopted 
involves no advantage, but some risk, both to 
the Treasury and to the business community, 
why should it be pursuea? 


This sort of reasoning will not be compre 
hended by the rude Western mind. It is 
known out in this section of the country that 
the United States Treasury does not issue 
silver certificates any more than gold certifi- 
cates or any other form of currency without 
afull consideration. It is also known that 
the coinage of standard silver dollars is lim- 
ited by law, and that there is a deposit of 
silver dollars in the United States vaults to 
represent every silver certificate that is 
issued. It is further Known that silver cer- 
tificates are redeemable only in silver dollars, 
the full quoia of which the Treasury has on 
hand for that purpose. How the issue or re- 
turn of these certificates can operate to de- 
plete the reserve fund for the maintenance 
of specie payments is not so easily under- 
stood. So long as silver certificates pays 
current everywhere, as they do, at par with 
gold, gold certificates, silver coin, and green- 
backs, there is not much danger of their be- 
ing returned to the Treasury for redemption ; 
but when they are presented they call for 
silver dollars, which are piled up -in the 
vaults awaiting them. If they are paid to 
the Government for duties, the Government 
can pay out the stiver dollars which they rep- 
resent in discharge of any of its own obliga- 
tions. The idea that their disappearance 
{whichis not rationally accounted for) will 
create a run othe Treasury for the redemp- 
tion of greenbacks is far-fetched and im proba- 
ble; but, in such case, the Treasury may use 
its legal-tender silver as well as its legal-ten- 
der gold, and if both fail the Government in 
amount there still remains authority to sell 
bonds to keepthe reserve good. The goldite 
organs have used many feeble arguments to 
discriminate against silver, but none so fee- 
ble as this. : 


THE ANTI-CHINESE STATUTE. 

Two cases have just been decided on ha- 
beas corpus by Justices Field and Sawyer, of 
the United States Circuit Court of California. 
The anti-Chinese act of Congress of May, 
1882, provides that after the expiration of 
ninety days from its date the coming of 
Chinese laborers to the United States shall 
be suspended for ten years, and that during 
such suspension “it shall not be lawful for 
any laborer to come, or, having 80 come after 
the expiration of said ninety days, to remain 
within the United States.” It also provides 
penalties against any master of a vessel who 
shall knowingly bring “within the United 
States on such vessel, or land or permit to 
be landed any Chinese laborer from any for- 
eign port or place. In this case a number of 
Chinese, residing then at San Francisco, in 
May, 1882, embarked as seamen 6n board the 
American steamer City of Sydney on a 
voyage to Australia, and returned to San 
Francisco on the 8th of August. At the 
time of their return the ninety days following 
thé passage of the act of Congress had 
expired, and the Captain of the steamship 
had refused them permission to land because 
of the heavy penalties set fortlein that act, 
whereupon the Chinese applied to the court 
to be released. The couct, after a full argu- 
ment held: (1) Thata Chinese laborer who 
has acquired the right of residence in the 
United States under the treaty with his 
country does not lose such right by shipping 
on board of an American vessel in an Amer- 
ican port, as one of its crew, for a voyage to 
a foreign port and back, and, making such 
voyage under his shipping articles, though 
he may land at different times at sueh for- 
eign port by permission of the Captain, his 
connection with the vessel as part of the 
crew has not been severed, (2) That the 
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status of the 
vessel as one of its créw is not 
changed by the fact that he is permitted by 
the Captain to land for a temporary period, 
Ile is bound by his corftract of shipment to 
return with the vessel, and the Captain is 
bound to bring him back. To force him 
ashorepr to abandon him there is a criminal 
offense, punishable by fine and imprison- 
nent. 

The court also held that all laws should be 
so construed, if possibie, as to avoid an un- 
just or an absurd conclusion. -“ General 
terms,” said the Supreme Court, “should be 
so limited in their application as not to lead 
to injustice, oppression, or an absurd conse- 
quence.” It will always, therefore, be pre- 
sumed that the Legislature intended excep- 
tions to its language which would avoid re- 
sults of this character. The eourt then 
added the following illustrations touching 
laws of this kind. 


So the Judges of England construed the law 
which enacted that a prisoner breaking prison 
shonid be deemed guilty of felony, bolding that 
it did not apply to one breaking out when the 
prison Was on fire, observing that the prisoner 
was“ notto be banged because he would not 
stay tobe burnt.” And in illustration of this 
doctrine the construction given to the Bolagnian 
law against drawing blood in the street, is often 
cited. That law enacted that whoever thus 
drew blood shouid be punished with the utmost 
severity, but the courts held thatit did not ex- 
tend to the surgeon who opened the vein ofa 
person fallmg@e down in thé street in a fit. The 
upplicauion sought to be made of that law to the 
surgeon was bardly less absurd than some of the 
applications which, without much reflection, 
are sougbt to be made of the act of Congress.

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CURIOUS @COMPLICATION IN SPECULA- 
TIVE TRANSACTIONS. 

The recent death of Mr. Ricker, a large 
operator on the Board of Trade, has pre- 
sented a curious complication which seems 
to illustrate the incompatibility between the 
speculative transactions recognized by the 
board and the rule of law governing pur- 
chases and sales. Itis said that Mr. Ricker, 
before his death, was “long” about 6,000,000 
bushels of corn; in other words, he had pur- 
chased that amount of corn for future de- 
livery, some in October, some in November, 
and perhaps some at any time during the 
year. Since Mr. Ricker’s demise the price 
of corn has declined very waterially for de- 
livery at these various dates, If Mr. Ricker 
had lived he might, under the rules of the 
board, have decided to sell his future corn a 
few days ago, and saved himself from a 
part of the loss already incurred, or he 
might sell now, if he were alive, and 
avoid further loss in case he apprehended 
continued decline in price. But it is under- 
stood that the court instructs his adminis- 
trators they cannot lawfully proceed in this 
fashion; that they cannot sell property for 
Mr. Ricker’s estate which the estate doesn’t 
possess, but must await the actual delivery 
thereof. Thatis to say, Mr. Ricker and his 
heirs are bound by the contract he made to 
take corn at a certain price which may be de- 
liyered to him or his estate at some future 
time. If Mr. Ricker bought at 70 cents a 
bushel and the corn be worth only 3 cents 
at the time of dglivery his administrators 
nd to take the stuff, then sell it at 
market price, and stand the loss. But if the 
price had advanced in the meantime those 
who sold “short” to Mr. Ricker might re 
fuse to deliver, and, after having defaulted, 
might appeal to the courts to release them 
from fulfilling the contract on the ground 
that the price had become excessive by ** ma- 
nipulation ” or for some other reason. 

This case suggests something fundament- 
ally wrong in the speculative transactions of 
the Board of Trade, or at least in the default- 
ing practice. If therule which is said to have 
been laid down by the court applies only to 
dead men, it is calculated to inflict injury, 
for even grain speculators are apt to die, 
and when they are “long” their heirs are 
apt to suffer because their administrators 
may not take their trades as they find them 
and work thém out according to Board of 
Trade practices. But itis also possible that 
this rule may have a broader application. If 
the administrators of adead man may not 
sell for his estate anything but tangible 
property, no matter how much of said 
property may be coming to him on contracts 
for futtre delivery, it isa question whether 
the agents for aliving person may do the 
same thing. Under the strict application of 
such a rule the “longs” on the Board 
of Trade must be at a constant and 
serious disadvantage. They age bound to 
take.property atacertain price, which has 
been agreed upon. ‘They cannot set up that 
a combination of men have manipulated the 
market by selling more property than they 
can deliver. They must pay up or go into 
bankruptcy. They must always risk a loss 
in buying. But those who sell for future de 
livery, not having the property at the time 
the contract is made, may find it necessary to 
pay more for it than they agreed to sell it 
for, may then refuse to buy it and deliver it— 
may, in other words, default and appeal to 
the courts to be relieved of the obligations 
they have assumed because they have sold 
the property belonging to others. The 
‘shorts’? on the Board of Trade are con- 
stantly selling property belonging to others, 
generally the farmers, without the authority 
of the real owners, and this is what Mr. 
Ricker’s administrators are said to be for- 
bidden to do in their official .capacity be- 
cause it is not lawful. ‘ 

If any clear or logical inference is to be 
drawn from this case it seems to be that the 
speculators on the Board of Trade, or at 
least those who sell for future delivery, are 
dealing in mere shadows which are ‘not 
recognized by law as actual property. If the 
®aine theory be applied to living operators 
that governs the estate of a deceased person 
then the transactions known as “ futures ” 
must be determined by the Board of ‘Trade or 
by mutual acquiescence among the members 
thereof. An appeal to tye courts for the 
settlement of disputes réises the question of 
validity as to the selling of other people’s 
property without their consent, and if this 
question be decided adversely, or in such 
manner as to enforce purchases but not sales 
for the future, then speculation on the board 
will be considerably less attractive than it 
has been. -

The porte-bonheur is an old-estab- 
lished institution in the Austrian and Ltalian 
cavalry; and, indeed, the majority of Austrian 
noblemen, being addicted to field-sports, are ac- 
customed to wear St. George medals, set in 
silvern bracelets, upon one or other arm— 
the subduer of the dragon betmg generally 
recognized by equestrians as their patron 
saint. Archduke Rudolph, the Austrian Crowa- 
Prince, wears upon his left wrist a brace- 
let of chain-mail, visible in a photograph 
taken immediately after his marriage, and rep- 
resenting him arm-in-arm with the Archduchess 
Stephanie. The late King Victor Emman vel, a 
mighty bunter in his day, always wore a massive 
bracelet containing a medallion of “St. Hubert— 
the same that is now worn in memory of‘ him by 
his sun, Italy’s actual sovereign. Austrian 
naval officers are addicted to the wearing of 
porte-bonheurs in which are medais bearing the 
efligy of St. Peter; while the bracelets of im- 
perial and royal! artillery oflicéts are invariably 
commemorative of St. Barbara's piety and per- 
sonal attractions. Rossi and Salvini, the two 
gréat Italian tragedians, being also excellent 
horsemen, haye caused broad bands of silver, 
framing medals of St. George, to be riveted 
upon their upper right arms. It is believed, 
says the London Telegraph,’ that this bracelet- 
wearing Cfasbion has spread to England, and has 
been adopted by more than one disting uished 
personage, 


WRANGELL LAND has been visited by the 
crew of the steam whaler Belvidere. One of the 
crew, Francis Smith, on the return of the whaler 
to San Francisco, described the island. He says 
that they sawon nearing the shore the signal 
pianted by Lieut. Keynoids of the Corwin in 1861 
—a smal! American ensign fastened to a slender 
piece of driftwood. The island rises abruptly 
from the ocean, though rot precipitously. There 
is no beach to speak of, the land baving an av- 
erage elevation of ten feet above the surface of 
the water. It is surrounded by deep water; and, 
from soundings that the party made, an average 
depth of ten to tweive fathoms at a distance 
of ten feet from the shore «was discovered. 
The soil was scanty, and seemed formed almost 
entirely of what seemed to be large black peb- 
bies of asandy nature. Between these grew a 
greenand thin-biaded grass, resembling Very 
much the wood-tick grass of our East@rn States. 
The island was a flat table-iand. As the sailors 
went toward the centre they came upe®n numer- 
ous ponds and marshes of brackish water. The 
only vegetation seen was a small, pinkish, od®r- 
iess flower with four petals, and rock-moss. 
Piles of driftwood were discovered every where. 
It was apparent that some seasons the island is 
entirely covered with ice. This, it is surmised, 
was the reason that De Long left no token of the 
Jeannette on the island. 


MAuMoUD FruMy, next in command to 
Arabi Pasha of the Egyptian army, was captured, 
it seems, and did not desert as was at one time 
represented. His capture came aboutin a singu- 
lar manner. The London Standard thus de- 
scribes it: 


While Gen. Drury Lowe was surveying the 
village captured yesterday a respectable man 
came up and entered into conversation with him 
iu French.

Fehmy, with 
his servant, ignorant of the reason of the sud- 
den retirement of the train, came down the hill 
and walked along the line into the village, where 
be expected to find Heyptian troops. Findimg it 
occupied by the English, be, with great cool- 
ness and presence of ming, walked up to the 
General and entered isto conversation with bim, 
and would probably have been uble to retire un- 
molested had he not been recognized by the 
Egyptian prisoner.

‘Gg. 24 the steamer Walla Walla began 
cutsing through the bar of the Columbia River 
at St. Helen’s, Ore., and in two days bad made a 
channel 1,000 feet long and 100 feet wide, and 
twenty-two feet deep.

KEBIR’S MOUND. 
BY SIR GARNET JOSEPH WOLSELEY, G. C. B., 
G. C. M. G. 

Loxpon, Sept. 13.—The War Office re- 
ceived the following official dispatch from 
Gen. Wolseley, giving his report of the battle 
at Tel-el-Kebir: . 

We struck camp at Kassassip locks last 
evening and Bjvouacked on the high ridge 
above the camp until 1:30 this morning. 

We then advanced upon the very extensive 
and very strongty fortified position held by 
Arabi Pasha with 20,000 regulars, of whom 
2,500 were éavalry, with seventy guns, and 
6,000 Bedouins and irregulars. 

My force was about 11,000 bayonets, 2,000 
sabres, and sixty guns. , ; 

To have attacked so strong a position by 
daylight with the troops I could place in the 
field would have entailed a very great loss. 

I resolved, therefore, to attack before day- 
break, marching the six miles that intervened 
between my camp and the enemy’s position 
in the darkuess. 
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The cavalry and two batteries af horse ar- 
tillery on the right had orders to sweep 
round the enemy’s line at daybreak. ;

The excitemént and enthusiasm here over 
the English victory at Tel-el-Kebir today 
culminated in @ grand demonstration tonight.

HUBBARD BROTHERS. 


Two Villains Who Have Bebbed Peo- 
ple and Tried to Wreck Trains Wall 
Get Long Sentences, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaago Tribune. 

Str. Louis, Sept. 13.—Superintendent Ker- 
rigan, of the lron Mountain Railway Com- 
pany. who has been indefatigable to bring 
the Ilubbard brothers to justice, yesterday 
had the satisfaction ~‘of having his 
hopes realized. The trial was concluded 
at Union, Franklin County, by the 
defendants withdrawing their former 
plea and acknowledging their guilt. Today 
each willbe sentenced to tweuty years’ im- 
vrisonment in the penitentiary. Charles and 
liarris Hubbard were arrested at Sheffield 
Station, butler County, July 5, 1882. It was 
known that these men had arranged to ditch 
a passenger-train and rob the dead and 
wounded. On the night before their capture 
Joseph P. Brown, an accomplice, surrend- 
ered himself to Sheriff Turner. Three days 
previous Brown had furnished the details of 
the plot to Capt, Faulkenberg, at Newport, 
Ark., who immediately notified Supt. Kerri- 
gan, and the latter instructed the veteran de- 
tective, John Egan, to see Faulkenberg 
ai the earliest possible moment. Egan met 
the Captain at Newport, on the arrival of the 
train, about $ o’clock the evening of July 1, 
and from that time the robbers were closely 
fullowed, and, four days later, were in the 
hands of the detectives. As they 
had committed no overt act on 
the lron Mountain Road, they eould 
not be held, but Egan had learned in the 
interim that they were wanted at Union for 
the Schweer robbery, and had them taken to 
baat place. The trial commenced be- 
fore Circuit Judge Seay on Monday. 
It was developed that the Hubbards 
and an accomplace visited the house of* J. LU. 
Schweer, a werchant, residing about eigh- 
teen miles from Union, in the southwestern 
part of Franklin County, on the nightof 
May ¥, and placed the family urader guard. 
They Were each armed with two navy 
revolvers and wore’ belts well filled evith 
cartridges about their bodies. One of the 
Iiubbards knocked old Mr. Schweer down 
and subsequently made hhn give up $500 that 
was in the house. Two sons and cus- 
tomers who came to trade at the 
store after the arrival of the 
marauders were also overawed and guarded 
until the robbery was completeda No less 
than sixteen witnesses identified the prison- 
ers. Miss Kate Schweer fully recognized 
Charles as the man who attempted to kiss 
her on the night of the robbery. Mr. Jump 
and his wife identified: them as two 
of the three men who slept at their 
house on the nightof May9, They arrived 
there late in the evening and stayed all night. 
‘They had tried to ford the Burbois River and 
got very wet.

THE FEMALE BURGLAR. 


A Splendid Heroine for a Dime Novel. 
Mary Morris, the girl burglar of the North 
Side, whose wonderful exploits have al- 
ready been detailed in Tue TrRiIpuns, 
was brought before Justice Kaufmann 
yesterday morning for a hearing on 
ten charges of burglary and four of 
larceny.

Senator John Tanner was called upen and 
gave a history of the muss in the Forty- 
fourth Senatorial, composed of Clay, Rich- 
land, Wagne, and Edwards, where the Re- 
publicans have nominated G. W. Carruthers, 
of Wayne, and Henry Studer, of Richiand, 
for the House, the Prohibition Republicans, 
Elder Caleb Edwards, of Edwards, and the 
De ats, J. K. Symonds, of Clay, and Dr. 
F. Routan: of Richland. He maintained at 
some length that Wayne and Clay, which 
controlled the convention, would willingly 
have nominated any unobjectionable man 
upon whom Richland and Edwards might 
combine. Those two counties, however, in- 
sisted upon men who were objectionabie to 
Clay and Wayne by reason of their Sena- 
torial preferences and otherwise, and re- 
fused to agree upon anybody else. Clay 
and Wayne, in fact, vo for half-a- 
dozen different men in Richland and 
Edwards, giving them sixteen votes, and 
leaving the two counties to furnish just one 
more and secure the nomination. All efforts 
in this direction failing, Clay and Wayne 
finally nominated Carruthers and Studer. 
Then Edwards County kicked, and the Pro- 
hibition Republicans nominated Elder Ed- 
wards. .Senator Tanner had figured down 
Elder Edwards’ probable vote to a very fine 
point, and was satisfied that, while Edwards 
couldn’t possibly be elected, he would in all 
probability prove the political death of Car- 
ruthers or Studer. In short, in a district 
where the Republicans should elect two 
there was great danger that they would only 
be able to elect one. 

Mr. Scott, the member from the Sixteenth 
Congressional, told the story in much the 
same way, and seyeral members naturally 
wanted to know how the deuce they had got-

Both Senator Tanner and Mr. Scott virtually 
admitted that they didn’t know. The naini- 
nation of Carruthers and Studer was perfect- 
ly regular, and it wasn’t the thing to da, just 
because somebody was dissatisfied, to with- 
draw any candidate. To do so would be to 
continue the fight indefinitly. 

Others suggested that the fight would con- 
tinue unless the committee did withdraw 
somebody. One member proposed to 
withdraw both, and another was for 
calling upon Edwards tocome in and be 
reasoned with, and to behave himself, and to 
get off. This last suggestion brought ex- 
Senator Muderwell to his feet with the re- 
mark that the committee hadn’t any author- 
ity over Edwards, who was running inde- 
Agee and that for all practical purposes 
t might as well try to negotiate with Boss 
Kelly or Joe Mackin, or words to that effect. 

Finally, notwithstanding the protests of 
Scott and Tanner that it wouldn’t do, the 
committee instructed those gentlemen to 
consult with Carruthers and Studer—eyen 
pray with them, if necessary—and report 
any suggestions they might have’ to 
make. As nearly as can be made out, Car- 
ruthers and Studer are to be asked if they 
want the State Central Committee to inter- 
fere in the muss, Outside of the Forty-fourth 
District the prevalent idea seems to be that 
either one or the other of them ought to get 
off the ticket. and not lose any time about it 
either.

MADISON AND 8ST. CLAIR. 

The Madison and St. Clair Senatorial dis- 
tricts came in fora briet discussion, 4ien. 
Kueffner stating that the Republicans were 
in good shape in both of them and reasona- 
bly sure to electa Senator and two Kepre- 
sentatives in each. 

The Thirty-ninth (Sangamon), Fortieth, 
and Fifty-first Senatorial Districts were gone 
overin the same way, and the chances of 
smooth sailing in each were represented as 
very encouraging. 

In regard to the Thomas district, Dan 
Hogan remarked that the recent sores were 
healing, the Republicans in Egypt were not 
of the bolting kind, and that Capt. Thomas 
would come out of the fight with the usual 
eT:

That perfunctory 
office having been performed, Senator Chris 
called for nominations for temporary Chair- 
man. H.C. Bennett, of the Twelfth Ward, 
nominated John M. Smyth, the “ furniture- 
on-time” man and Supreme Boss of the Ninth.

Session of the Tarif Commission at St. 
Paul Vesterdey. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Sept, 13.—The Tariff 
Commission, in session here today, was vis- 
ited by Senator Conger.of Michigan and Rep- 
resentative Abram S. Hewitt of New York. 
The latter, after an informal statement of his 
views on the tariff, was requested to present 
them in a more formal manner, and, consent- 
ing to do so, he was introduced by President 
Hayes as an expert in the fron manufactur- 
ing business. He was asked by Mr. Ambler 
to state his views as to the tariff on iron-ore, 
on iron and on steel, and what changes of du- 
ties he would recommend. | He stated in re 
ward to iron-ore that it was simply an 
earth, having ne laboron ic except that of 
digging itout. Thefreighton the foreign 
iron-ore Was greater than the whole cost of 
digging itin this country and putting it on 
cars or boats. 

IT WAS ABSOLUTELY UNTRUE 
that iron-ore came here in ballast. It came 
asa cargo,and generally as an exclusive 
cargo, costing not less than 15 shillings a ton. 


He himself was a large miner of iron-ore,: 


and he askegl no protection against foreign 
iron-ore. The Lake Superior iron-ore men 
had asked for an increase of ony, and yet 
the freight from the coast to Chicago and 
Cleveland (the great markets for the Lake 
Superior iron ore) was greater than the 
whole eost of the Lake Superior ore 
put upon the cars. He could not 
nnderstand, therefore, how they needed pro- 
tection.

by Mr. Oliver, Mr. Hewitt stated that the 
foreign iron-ore was chiefly used by the 
Bessemer steel companies, which had made 
enormous pr@fits. but he said that the eost 
felleventualW on the cousumer. He also 
admitted that the duty should represent the 
difference in wages between the United 
States and foreign countries. 

Mr. Ambler—Then your agument is thata 
duty on foreign tron-ore is not protective, 
that it is a mere revenue duty, and that iron- 
ore is not a proper subject for the imposition 
of a revenue tariff. 

Mr. Hewitt—For the reason that it impairs 
our ability to produce mannfactured articles 
of steel ata low cost. 1 would like the dut 
off iron-ore,.simply becanse such duty is 
obstructive. 

After turther discussion 6n this point, Mr. 
Hewitt advocated the admission of scrap- 
iron free of duty, and the reduction of the 
duty on steel to about S14 a ton; also the 
substitution of specific for ad-valorem rates, 
taking 35 per cent as the standard,

LANSING, Mich., Sept. 13.—In July the Sec- 
retary of State furnished é¢orrespondentse 
blanks suitable for thrasher’’ reports of 
wheat and oats, These blanks were distrib- 
uted to thrashers, who were requested to 
make a daily record of the acres and bushels 
thrashed and to return the record to corre- 
spondents on the 25th of August. The record 
has uot been made as full as could be desired, 
owing in part to the inexperience of thrash- 
ers, and in sume cases, doubtless, to their lack 
of interest, but mainly, it is believed, 
to the lateness of the season and the 
bad condition of wheat. The harvest was 
about two weeks later than usual, and, 0@ 
ginning on the 3ilst of July, it rained con- 
tinuously for ten or tWelve days, making it 
impossible to begin thashing until near the 
time when the records were to be retnrned 
to correspondents. Many of the correspond- 
ents state that thrashing has but just com- 
menced, The number of acres of wheat 
turashed in the southern four tiers of coun- 
ties, as shown by the thrashers’ records, is 
105,610, or 7 per cent of the wheat acre- 
age of these counties last spring, as 
shown by the Supervisors’ reports. The 
yield was 1,565,322 bushels, an average of 
seventeen and two-thirds bushels»per acre, 
which is more than a bushel less than the 
average as estimated by correspondents in 
August. Special reports received from 
thirty-five counties do not change the August 
estimates of the amount ef wheat injured by 
rains That portion of the injured wheat 
that can be marketed at all brings from 30 
to 75 per cent of the price of No. 1 wheat, but 
no incousiderable amount is worthless ex-

Hoports have been received of the quantity 
of wheat marketed by farmers during the 
months of July and Apgust t 284 elevators 
and inills. Of these 24 are in the southérn 
four tiers of counties, which is about one- 
half of the whole number of elevators and 
mills in these counties. The number of 
bushels reported marketed in July is 213 _ 
and in August 726,078, a total of 939, 
bushels, of which 109,939 bushels were mar- 
keted in the first or southern tier of coun- 
ties, 269,555 bushels in the second tier, 205,779 
bushels in the third fier 165,707 
bushels in the _ fourth tier, and 
107,455 bushels in the counties north 
of the sauthern four tiers. At one-third of 
the elevators and mills from which reports 
have been received there was no wheat mar- 
keted during the month of July. 

The number of each class of live stock 6 
months old and over in the State last spring, 
as shown by the Supervisors’ reports and the

Doing in the Spot Article,

Climb a Little, to the 
Delight of the Longs. 


The markets were a good deal steadier 
yesterday, with very much less doing. ‘The 
storm was about over, though the feeling was 
still unsettled enough to make prices wayer 
more than they do in a time of steady trad- 
ing. . 
The corn market was stronger, though the 
receipts were comparatively large. It start- 
ed out with a sharp upward turn, supposably 
because the weather was expected to turn 
cold and chip off a considerable part of the 
new crop. The weather reports a little later 
were rather more favorable to those who 
hope for higher temperature, and — the 
prices dropped back fully a cent, but 
the market closed firm. There was 
a better mand for cash corn, with a state- 
ment that little more corn is expected from 
this State or from Iowa, while the news 
came that the people of Texas will not be 
able to send any corn North before the close 
of October, if then, the Weather in that sec- 
tion being’ exceedingly unfavorable. The 
market closed 1% higher for this month 
and % for October as compared with ‘Tues- 
day afternoon. 

The pork market strengthened in sympa- 
thy with corn, there being a good many 
more buying orders In from the seaboard. It 
broke off when corn weakened, but stiffened 
again, and closed 30 cents higher for October 
and 15 cents higher for January. The sales 
of the day were very much less, those on 
’Change footing up only 87,500 barrels. The 
feeling in lard was very much the same as 
described in pork, the market closing five to 
10 cents higher than on Monday. Meats 
were quiet, though there was a better de- 
mand for shipment, and some were wanted 
for futures. Short ribs were held at the close 
about 85 cents higher than they had been on 
Tuesday afternoon for this month and next.

HALF CENTS 

a bushel for most futures, and closed about 
one-half a cent higher than on Tuesday. 
The strength was said to bein sympathy 
with corn, but it really seemed to hang upon 
the fact of light receipts, only 131 car-loads 
being inspected into store.

aten down so low that farmers didn’t care 
to deliver oats at the prices, and so they 
think that unless quotations are advanced 
some the movement into this city wil 
much smaller than was anticipated for Sép- 
tember and October.

A Publisher in Pursuit of His Proof- 
Sheets, Which Were Puriloined and 
Sold as a Matter of News. 

The Hon. James G. Blaine, ex-Secretary 
of State, has written an article on his South 
American policy which is to be published 
in the Chicago Weekly Magazine. This 
article has been cop¥Yrighted and advertised 
for some time past to appear be forthcom- 
ing number. Mr. J. H. Gregory, the pub- 
lisher, arranged to furnish the Associated 
Press with proofs in due time, but an indi- 
vidual, fancying he had a fortune in his 
grasp, attempted to get ahead of him. 

Ata late hour Tuesday night a man called 
at Tue TRIBUNE office and offered to sell 
proots of the article. Tur Tripune know- 
ing the article had been copyrighted, and 
suspecting it had been stolen, refused to 
listen to such a proposition, and at once dis- 
patched a reporter to Mr. Gregory’s house 
on South Leavitt street to notify that gen- 
tlemen that his proofs were in the market. 
Arriving at Mr, Gregory’s about 12 o’clock, 
the reporter, after nearly pullmg the 
bell ‘to pieces, suceeeded in arousing 
the household, and, last of all Mr. 
Gregory. lLlastily dressing himself, he 
and the scribe started off in the hack for 
Tae TRIBUNE office, stopping at Lawyer 
Black’s house on the way, where Mr. Greg- 
ory triedin vain to wake up his attorney. 
On arrival at Tue Trinunx editorial rooms 
the anxious publisher was well warmed up, 
and, declaring he would commence criminal

An effort was made to geta 
written pledge that the article would not be 
published, and failed. Then Mr. Gregory in- 
terviewed the evening paper across 
street, where the man. had also failed to find 
a buyer, though he had come down wofully 
in price. An injunction was next pro 
asa wayto stop the publication, and Mr. 
Gregory and the hackman, who by this time 
was counting up abill of mammoth propor- 
tions, pos off to Judge Anthony’s home, 
on La Salle avenue. The good Judge came 
tothe door, half dressed, about 2 o’clock 
in the morning and gave Mr. Gregory 
a‘lesson in w, and the advantage 
of keeping calm under all circumstances. 
Returning to the West Side, Mr. Gregory this 
time succeeded in arousing hs lawyer on 
Ashland avenue. A bill was made out, which, 
with affidavit, was taken to Judge Gardner 
about 4 o’clock in the morning, and the Judge 
signed an order for an injunction. Armed 
with this document the publisher and his 
lawyer returned to the Herald office, served 
the notice, and informed the paper that, if the 
article appeared, suit would at once be com- 
menced in the United States Courts for viola- 
tion of the Copyright law, and that the Her- 
ald would be held as accomplice in the theft. 
Afraid to ignore an order of the court, the 
paper yielded, and its splendid piece of en- 
terprise (?) was ruined. Mr. Bilaine’s article 
on the South American policy did not appear 
yesterday morning. Much credit is due Mr. 
Gregory for his enterprise. He arrived at 
the office of the twopenny sheet after the 
forms were on the press. Itis said to have 
been first offered for $500; then the man, aft- 
er finding it hard work to dispose of it, came 
down to $150, stoppi at $250 on the 
way, and vwrobably sold it to the Post- 
master’s newspaper for the lowest figure. 
From the first Mr. Gregory suspected his 
foreman had stolen the proofs, and the de- 
scriptions of the man he heard later con- 
vinced him that he had guessed right. Hou- 
sun, the foreman, is supposed to have left 
laste night for Nashville. Detectives are 
looking for him, 

Nearly all the papers in the city lent their 
assistance to Mr. Gregory in his efforts to 
run down the theft. 

The fact that Mr. Blaine was expected to 
reach this city yesterday was known the night 
before, and treating him to a premature pubDli- 
cation of his article on Peruvian affairs be- 
fore it had been finished or revised was ex- 
pected to intensify greatly the sensation. 


ONE MORE DAY. 


Nothing but the Supreme Court or the 
Governor Can Respit Him. 

Tracy spent a very uneasy day in jail yes- 
terday, not, nowever, because of any nerv- 
ousness or mental demoralization on his own 
part, but because of the continual annoyance 
to which he was subjected by the callers at 
the jail. If these people only knew how 
averse he is to being stared at, and how use- 
less it is for them to attempt to catch only a 
single glimpse of his face, they would cease 
tormenting both him and the jail officials by 
their pertinacity. Not one out of a hundred 
callers catches so much as a single glance at 


his form. No one is —— to stand with- 
in view of his cell,and very few are permitted 
to pass it. Tracy is always on 
the alert, and whenever a_ strange 
footstep is heard in the gallery he either re- 
treats to a corner of his cell or covers his 
face with his hat. He wants to be let alone 
entirely by strangers and all others who 
come only out of curiosity and misconceived 
ideas of sympathy or aid. He complains 
bitterly that while he was out exercising in 
the corridor yesterday forenoon a large 
party of these curious ones were admitted to 
the jail, and, despite his efforts to avoid them 
and conceal from them his identity, they 
were led by a Bailiff and succeeded in ** head- 
ing off” his attempts to escape them. He 
was so much displeased at this that he re 
turned at once to his cell. There he passes 
away the time as contentedly as pos- 
sible under the circumstances, convers- 
ing with his watchers, reading the 
newspaper scraps concerning him, and occa- 
sionally writing. He fares well at the hands 
of the Sheriff, and for last evening’s meal 
had a nicely-broiled spri chicken, butter 
toast, potatoes, celery, coffee, and pie. The 
watchers last night were Bailiff Gould and two 
assistants, and from aow until the hour of 
the execution there will never be less than 
two men on duty at the door of his cell. 

The callers to whom Tracy afforded inter- 
views yesterday, outside of the reporters, to 
whom he is always very courteous, were 
Mrs. Clark, the evangelist, and a aay com- 

anion, Father Dowling, and Sheriff Mann. 

he two ladies came to pray for him, and 
were so engaged just outside the door 
of his celi, when Father Dowling, Tra- 
cy’s spiritual confessor, came upon them and 
on the impulse of the fmoment let some 
austere words escape his li The ladies 
were in no wise disconcerted, however, but 
finished their prayer by incorporating in it 
an exhortation on behalf of the reverend 
father and aid and reward him for the inter- 
est he was taking in the unfortunate prison- 
er’s welfare. Father Dowling had an ex- 
tensive interview, dnd when he left it was 
with the understanding that he was to call 
again and spend a portion of the night with 
him. Two Sisters of Mercy called at the 
time Father Dowling was engaged with him,

ARRANGEMENTS FOR AN AUDIENCE TODAY. 
Sheriff Mann called at 5 o’clock. Tracy 
greeted him cordially, and thanked him for 
the excellent meal upon which he was then 
engage’ Mee had a few words in private, 
and Tracy handed him a slip of paper with 
the names not of those whom he wished to 
invite to his final taking-off, but the names 
of three persons whom he did not wigh to 
have present under anycircumstances. It is 
needless to say they are policemen. 

The execution will take place within the 
walls of the jail, and in the northeast corner, 
where Sherry and Connelly were hanged. 
The time set in the sentence is between the 
hours of 12 and 3o’clock in_ the afternoon 
and the time which the Sheriff has appointed 
is2p.m.sharp.

THE DISTILLERS’ POOL.

Dancer that the Kentucky Men 


vepnlence. 
Special to The Chicago Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, II1., Sept. 13.—There are in- 
dications of the early dissolution of the pool 
lately formed by the distiilers, which was 
supposed by its projectors to be unusually 
strong; and no one will be more surprised 
than they to learn of the trouble now threat- 
ening. It seems that upon the formation of 
the pool alarge Kentucky distiller promised 
that no highwines or aicohol should be 
manufactured in that State during the life of 
the pool. However, nothing more than his 
promise being at stake, the other Kentucky 
distillers, tempted by the high price of 
wines, are about to convert their 
runs from whisky to  highwines, 
a simple matter, and place them upon 
the Cincinnati and Louisville markets. Not 
being limited to 40 per cent of their capacity, 
and having no forfeit at stake or purchased 
capacity to pay for, they evidently have a 
» great advantage over the Illinois, Indiava, 
and Ohio distillers, and will in the end break 
up the pool. ! 
Of course, this is a short-sighted policy, as 
& rupture of the peol will cause a fallin the 
price of whisky as well as highwines and 
alcohol, but the Kentucky distillers are only 
looking to the present advantage. Then, 
too, they cannot see that they are called upon 
to protect this pool when distillers in Lilinois 
continue to make bourbon whisky and 
sell Epon an already overstocked market. 
The Kentucky distillers are about entering 
upon a new enterprise which, while novel, 
seems practical and wise. Between this 
time and the ist of Mareh next an immense 
quantity of whisky must be withdrawn from 
the warehoyses in Kentucky, for the reason 
the three years allowed for bonding ex- 
pires at the latter date and Congress failed 
to extend the time. To place such an 
amount of whisky upon the market at one 
time would drug it, and not enough could be 
realized 4o pay the tax. In view of this fact, 
the distillers are erecting warehouses and 
completing arrangements to export the sur- 
plus to Canadg and ‘there store it 
for six or seven years, when it will 
be brought back, and, being spirits, 
manufactured in the United States, will be 
liable to the tax of 90 cents per gallon only 
and no import duty. Itis elaimed that this 
can be done at an expense of 2 cents per

Fiour aud 
pork from the west reach Cuba by way of Spain, 
and thuugh we buy and consume 90 per cent of 
the total products of Cuba. almost that propor- 
tion of ber purchases are made in Europe— 
Mmude, of course, with money furnished directly 
from our pockets. 

As our exports to Spanish America grow less, 
as European exports constantly grow larger, 
the bainnce against us will show ao increase, 
and will contiaue to exbaust our supply of the 
precious metals. We are increasing our im- 
ports from South Amejica, and the millions we 
unnually pay for coffee, wool, hides, guano, 
cinchona, cacutchouc, cabinet w s, dye wooda, 
aad other articles go for the ultimate benetit of 
European manufacturers, who take the gold 
from us and send their fabrics to Spanish Amer- 
ien. If we could send our fabrics our gold 
would stay at home and our general prosperity 
would be sensibly increased. But sv long as we 
repel Spanish America, so long as we leave ber 
to cultivate intimate relations with Europe 
aloue, so long our trade felations will remain 
unsatisfactory and even embarrassing. 

SUUTH AMERICA ALONE BRINGS US IN DEBT. 

Those countries sell to us very beavily. They 
buy from us very ligttly. And the amount they 

bring usin debt eacn year is larger than the 
heaviest aggregate balance of trade we ever 
nave against us in the worst of times. The av- 
erage balance against us for the wbole world in 
the tive most adverse years we éver experienced 
was about $100,0u), Thig plainly shows that 
in our Evropean exvhanges there is aiways a 
balance in our favor, and that our chief de- 
ticieney arises from our maladjusted comme 
cial relations with Spanish America. It tollows 
that if our Spanish-American trade were placed 
on a better and more equitable foundadon it 
would be almost impossibie, even in years most 
unfavorable to ua, to bring us in debt tg.the 
worid. 

With such hedty purchases as we ure com- 
pelled to make from Spanish America it would 
hardly be expected that we should be abie to ad- ' 
just the entire amount by cxports, But the Dai- 
ance against us of one hundred and twenty 
millions in gold coin is far too large, and io time 
ot stringency is a siamding 

MENACE OF FINANCIAL DISASTER. 

It should not be forgotten that every milffen 
dollars of products or fabrics that we sell in 
Spanish America isa million of dollars in gold 
suved to our own country. The immediate protit 
is to the producer and the exporter, but the en- 
tire country reulizes a gain in the case and afflu- 
ence of the money market which ig. insured by 
keeping our gold at bome. The Question in- 
volved is so large, the object to be achieved is 
sO great, that po ‘effort on the part of the Gov- 
ernment to accomplish it could be too earnest 
or too long continued. 

It is only claimed Tor the Peace Congress, de- 
signed under the Administration of Gartiela, 
that it was an important aud impressive step on 
the part of the Uuited States towards closer re- 
lationsbip witb our continental muigebore.

ILLINOIS STATE FAIR, 


The Success of the Couuwty Fairs a Sign 
of Good Crops—State of Things This 
YVear—The Outiook Gratifying. 

Sp cial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuné. 

SPRINGFIELD, LIL, Sept. 13.—The fair sea- 
son of 1882 has opened auspiciously, and the 
fairs held up to this time have, according to 
all reports, been well patronized by exhib- 
itors and visitors. The success oi thgse fairs 
depends largely upon the results of the 
harvest, and if crops are good the agricult- 
ural classes, who believe in combining in- 
struction with recreation, generally contrive 
to attend those fairs which are most ¢on- 
venient of access to tiem. This year 
the abundant crop of wheat, oats, 
rye, barley, hay, et., has pro- 
vided * the farmers of Illinois 

not only with the means for traveling and in- 

cidenial expenses, but also for the purchase 
of improved stock, machinery, and other 
commodities exhibited at the county and 
State fairs. Itis not surprismg, therefore, 
that breeders of fine stock and manufactur- 
ers of agricultural implements who have 
made the rounds of the fairs already held re- 
port a very active demand from the farmers 
fur their stock in trade. 

The Lilinois State Fair is recognized as the 
largest purely agricultural fair held on this 
coutinent when the number of entries of 
lives tock, machinery, farm products, 
etc., ‘is ‘considered.

the change is asked has arisen or came to his 
knowledge since the term at which the ap- 
plication might have been made.’ As he 
eould have but one change of venue, subse- 
quent informauon as to the prejudice of the 
ower Jndges would have been of no avail to 
him, and he cannot by his delay acquire he 
right to a change of venue on account of 
their prejudice, whieh the statute would 
have denied him if he had acted promptly.”*
